FREEDOM OF INFORMATION (SCOTLAND) ACT 2002 

I refer to your recent request for information which has been handled in accordance with 
the Freedom of Information (Scotland) Act 2002. 

For ease of reference, your request is replicated beiow together with the response. 

I would like a breakdown of the number of complaints of crimes at Dungavel in 
Lanarkshire run by GEO Group in the last four calendar years. I would like to know 
the nature of the criminai compiaint, the aiiegations, which centre they were made 
from and what the outcome of the poiice investigation was. 

Please find attached at the bottom of the letter a table of crimes reported in last four 
calendar years at Dungavel in Lanarkshire. 

In relation to your question regarding outcome of the poiice investigation I can advise you 
that Poiice Scotiand does not hoid the information requested by you. In terms of Section 
17 of the Act, this letter represents a formal notice that information is not heid. 

By way of explanation, the role of the police in Scotiand, in relation to crimes and offences, 
is to investigate the circumstances and where sufficient evidence exists to then report the 
matter to the relevant Procurator Fiscal. It is a matter for the Procurator Fiscai to decide 
on and to progress any prosecution through the courts. The disposal in relation to cases 
reported to the Procurator Fiscai is not routineiy passed to the police, therefore, the 
Service does not hold the information requested in relation to convictions.

If you are dissatisfied with the way in which Police Scotland has dealt with your request, you 
are entitied, in the first instance, to request a review of our actions and decisions. Your 
request must specify the matter which gives rise to your dissatisfaction and it must be 
submitted within 40 working days of receiving this response - either by emaii to 
foi@scotiand.pnn.poiice.uk or by post to Information Management (Disciosure), Poiice 
Scotland, Clyde Gateway, 2 French Street, Dalmarnock, G40 4EFI. 
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If you remain dissatisfied foilowing the outcome of that review, you are thereafter entitled to 
apply to the Office of the Scottish Information Commissioner within six months for a decision. 
You can appiy oniine , by email to enauiries@itspublicknowledae.info or by post to Office of 
the Scottish Information Commissioner, Kinburn Castle, Doubledykes Road, St Andrews, 
Fife, KY16 9DS. 

Should you wish to appeai against the Office of the Scottish Information Commissioner's 
decision, there is an appeal to the Court of Session on a point of iaw oniy.
